Previously, the 
loss of a n o th e r British ship ya k dis­ 
closed, when four surviving mem bers 
of the crew of 13 of the British Collier 
T orc hbeare r, were landed at an E n g ­ 
lish port. 
Authorities said the T orchbearer , a 
ship of 1267 tons, was mined off the

The vessel was registered 
in London and owned by the British 
Gas, Light and Coke Company. It was 
built in 1929. Two other unidentified 
vessels were damage d by mines. 
Four of the other sinkings occurred 
in the sa m e region w here the N eth er­ 
lands liner Simon Bolivar was sunk 
with a loss of at least

Berlin, Nov. 26 
The G erm an Ad 
mil ally vehemently denied today that 
German mines were responsible for 
the sinking of eight 
vess els off the 
east ro as t of England, over the w eek­ 
end. 
Admiralty officials also pointed 
out that the English contention that 
German su b m a rin e s sowed the mines 
was scarcely credible. They stated that 
subm arines technically a re unable to 
lay mines. 
If they could do so, G er­ 
man su b m a rin e s would lay them in 
British naval harbors. 
In addition,

tho 
heavy westerly winds prevailing for 
the past ten days would not have per- 
mltted the G erman mines to drive to ­ 
ward the English coast.
